HELFFERICH DEFENDS 


WILHELM IN BOOK 


“Convinced He Knew No Higher | 
Goal Than to Keep Peace 
for the World.” 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 7.—A spirited de- 
'fense of the former German Emperor 
‘against charges that he had any re- 
| sponsibility for starting the world 


‘in his book, “Pre-War History,” 
which will be issued in a fortnight 
and which will be followed in six 
months by a sequel on the war itself. 

The former Minister of I inance 
sketches a vivid picture of the Em- 
peror’s protest of innocence and 
sadness at the outbreak of hostili-| 
ties on Aug. 25, 1914, at the royal 
eastle in Coblenz. The German arms | 
had been victorious and a fortunate | 
outcome of the war seemed certain | 
when Dr. Helfferich saw the Kaiser | 
for an hour in the castle park. 

“The Kaiser spoke about the tre-| 
mendous occurrences of the last 
weeks and made upon me the im- 
pression of a man who, notwith- 
standing that fortune was smiling 
upon his affairs, was shaken to the 
depths and heavily weighed down 
with the responsibility of his deci- 
sions,’’ says Dr. Helfferich. 

“After Russian mobilization and | 
against the advice of his own milli- 
tary aides, he had given Russia one 
last chance, but everything went for 
naught. Thrice he took his pen in 
hand before he signed the mobiliza- 
tion order. His responsibil:ty for his 
own people finally left him no other 
choice. Our fate was now in God’s 
hands.” 

Dr. Helfferich further quotes the 
Emperor regarding the future of 
Germany in case it should be victo- 
|rious. The most important thing for 
‘him was that out of the war sound 
good sense and a peaceful co-opera- 
tion of the peoples of the European 
continent should result. This hither- | 
to had been impossible because of 
| Franco-German contrasts and peace 
‘must be concluded in such a way 
| tha it this goal would be obtainable. 

‘The French he believed a knight- 
‘ly nation, with a high conception of 
ahaa for Which he had always had 
respect and whose reconciliation 
with Germany he had always desired. 
_He could understand that the French 
nation found it difficult after the de- 
cision of 1870 to submit without ap- 
peal to the fortune of arms. He 
hoped that after this war the French 
would have the feeling that honor 
had been satisfied, and at the con- 
‘lusion of peace a basis could be cre- 
‘ated for the honorable co-operation 
'of the two great European peoples 
of culture in politics and economic 
life. 

“That is th man,” concludes Dr. 
Helferrich, whom our enemies—and 
what is worse, people of our own 
blood—would like to brand with the 
| Stigma of being the cause of the war 
a bloody conqueror and oppressor. I 
am thoroughly convinced that Wil- 
helm Il knew no higher goal than to 
Keep peace for the German people 
| and the world.”

Except that in case any county shall refuse or 
is unable to provide the additional money (its one- | 
half of the cost in excess of an estimate of $1200 a 
mile) required to complete its alloted mileage, | 
the State Highway Department may in its discre- 
tion expend the money allotted to such county in | 
improving a part of such mileage. 
In other words, if the estimate on a road that will | 
meet the Federal requirements is shown by the survey | 
to exceed $1200 a mile, the board may use the $60,000, 
alloted to that county on any such short stretch, start- 
ing nowhere and ending nowhere, as will absorb the al- | 


lotment.

ited. Its abolition means a surrender to the forces that | 
reject all standards and insist on nondescript, illegal | 
assessments at any and all valyes that may cater to the} 
political power of local tax dodgers. 

To approve full-value assessments on one day and to) 
vote on a succeeding day for the abolition of the only | 
means by which full-value assessments can be secured 
seems a monstrous, an almost impossible, straddle. But 
the House may be equal to it.

FICKLENESS IN PENAL POLICY. 

The practical difference will not be so great if the bill | 
restoring the capital penalty is enacted. It is some-| 
thing like 16 years since an execution took place in the | 
city of St. Louis and during only 18 months of that time | 
has the law substituting life imprisonment been in ef-| 
fect. The passage of the restoration bill, however, would | 
make greater the difficulty of conviction in some cases 
and would add another to previous instances in which 
the Legislature has shown a pronounced tendency to go 
backward rather than forward.
